- "This actbn was taken.duo to 
the prompt action of the Idaho 
Department of Agriculture, and 
tho response of the federal 
government In this matter is 
greatly appreciated. It will not 
only help protect the Idaho bean 
farmer fromthe possibility 
halobllglft, but should also 
make available edible beans 
.which are grown in Idaho," 
Arsteln said. 

Arsteln said he Informed the 
governor there are plenty of 
beans available In Idaho to fill 
thU type of contract for the 
federal govomment. 



Commissioner Mori E. 
Leonard said Friday the tlireo 
man board has discussed three 
possible solutions with the 
knowledge petitions, calling for 
a special election on the 
question, are being widely 
circulated In the county. 

One alternative, he said, 
would be for the commission to 
take no action until the people 
Initiates action by presenting 
petitions. At that thne, he said, 
the conunlsslon could vote to 
legalize sales with the 
stipulation the matter go bn the 
ballot in the fall of 1972, 
probably during the primary 
election. 

The second alternBtive, 
almost the same, would be to 
vote now to legalize the sales as 
of July 1, with the motion 
stipulating the question go to a 
vote of tho public in the next 
regular election (1972). 

A third alterhatlve discussed 
would be to adopt a resolution 
calling for. a public vote on the 



matter in the regular election In 
1972, . 

Such a resolution has->been 
prepared by the county attorney 
but has received no action by 
the tlvpe nian board. Com- 
missioner' Leonard said he 
believes this action would force 
a roecial election prior to 1972 
and this is the thing county 
officials are. attempting to 
prevent as it would cost from 
|9,0O0 to 110,000. The. new law 
which the stale's legislators 
passed earlier this year, gives 
county commissioners the 
option of voting to legalize the 
sales by their own action or to 
call a special election. It 
specifies if the sufficient 
number of petitioners request 
an election, such on. election 
must be calledrwlthln 60 days. 

IvBOnard said the legislature 
' left the counties of the state In a 
position to spend thousands of 
unbudgeted dollars on special 
elections if they leave the 
decision to the public. Those 



supporting wine sales are 
almost certain to request such 
elections in major counties of 
the state, proponents say. 

jLeonard said he is hopeful of 
resolving the question without 
the cost of $10,000 or so to county 
taxpayers. 

Leonard said in view of the 
resulta of a special election held 
last week In Ada County and 
general feeling expressed to tho 
conunissloners such an election 
would probably carry In Twin 
i Falls County. 

If the sales, are voted by 
commissioners themselves, 
either now or after petitions are 
presented, the gamble of cost 
would rest with those who will 
be making the most profit on the 
wine sales — the grocery stores 
where special displays and 
other arrangements to provide 
such sales will have to be made. 
If the voters of the county defeat 
the question In the fall of 1972 
they would have utilized these 
facilities for only about a year.

For. yean the Idaho Department 
of Aeronautics has been geared to a 
program which called for im- 
provement of theso-calledmoun tain 
landing strips and the neglect of the 
.! nujor fielib in the state. 

In other wordg the small fields 
' were getting the big share of 
money available for airport Im- 
provement. The large fields,.where 
most of the revenue was generated, 
were not getting their Just share. 

Now, to the, good of aviation in 
Idaho, this situstion has been 
changed. It Is evident, by way of 
allocations made to Twin Falls,. 
Pociitello, Bblsoand Lewiston, that 
■a riew program Is to be followed 
by members ot the now State 
Aeronautics Commission and the 
new State Aeronautics Com- 
missioner Darrell Manning. 

Under the new setup Twin Fails 
has been allocated $100,000 while 
the same amount has now been 
granted to Pocatello. Boise has 



. been granted $10,000 and Lewiston 
a like amount. AU this money will 
.go toward special projects which 
will keep Idaho's major fields in 
first class shape. For instance, in 
the -case of the Twin Falls City- 
County Airport it will permit 
replacement of the main runway 
this year Instead of over a two-year 
'Period. Thus by fall this year the 
.Twin Fails field wiU have a full-jct 
runway capable of handling big 
planes at least up to the trI-Jet class 
with a passenger potential of more 
than 100 people a flight. 

Tills new. program by the State 
Aeronautics Diriment is the 
right way to go in Idaho aviation. 
We do not mean that the mountain 
landing strips are to be neglected 
and abandoned. Far from it. They 
should be maintained as in the past 
but this can bo done— and this Is 
being proved right now— without 
taking away from the major fields 
the money they need.

WASHINGTON - My friend 
Harvey Kay, president and 
general maneRcr of Kay's 
Sandwich and Carryout Shop In 
my building, is watchlnR tho 
outcome of tho Lockheed Air- 
craft ' government loan 
negotiations with Interest.

"I (otd her It was always

In an entirely new sandwich 
concept. I couldn't soo how I 
could bring 'The Goldfinger' in 
for loss than $2.25.

Ihe I.U.D. (colls, spirals, 
various shapes) b a very tAd 
idea gohig hick, X believe, lo the 
time of ancient Ron^, Nobody 
knew why . It prevented 
pregnancy. Ut recent years 
more effective devices, msdo of 
plastic f»' other materials, have 
been devel<^»ed — yet the exact 
wsy the I.U.p. prevents 
pregnancy still Is not clear. 

One theory b that Its presence 
changes the Unbig of the uterus 
making It hostile to the sperm. 
Another Is that It Mcelerates 
the mobUltyof thejovum 80 the, 
uterus does not readily accept 
Implantation of It,

He was a writer who was 
never ashamed to admit that ho 
liked what 1)0 wrote, and while 
he lived he was ii walkhig 
Emancipation ProdamaUon for 
the loneliest profession. 

He was a fresh breeze. 
Whenever someone told Nash 
ho had turned out a good pleeo 
of poetry, his Invariable reply 
was, "Yes, I thought It was 
excellent." He was tho only 
writer I over mot who could put 
down tho late Randolph 
QiurchiU, who also was fond of 
his literary endeavors. A Jury In 
tho bar of Now York's 
Algonquin awarded Nosh tho 
unanimous verdict one con- 
vivial ' evening after listening 
wltli silent fascination to a 
dialogue that went bito several 
overtimes. 

Later, when I congrotulated 
tho winner, ho oxplabied why ho 
had been able to put Randy 
away. 

"Churchill remembers only 
some of the stuff ho wrote," said 
Nash. "I remember everything 
I over wrote, and I can recite it 
all night" — which, of course, 
ho had. It was daylight and a 
couple of birds were sUiglng 
when that one broke up. 
. Ogdon Nash was unique in a 
profession that sometimes 
seems lo operate underground, 
furtively, as tliough fearful 
someone will call tlto cops. Most 
wrltecs. Including this one, go to. 
groat lengths to avoid 
discussing thoir columns and 
books wlUi anyone MbsUy, Uils 
Is because they hove learned 
that Uio sbrangcr will either 
doclaro triumphantly "I'vo 
never rood any of your stuff," 
or pugnaciously take Issue with 
on o^uro paragraph in a book 
or piece tho uuUior would like to 
forget. 

This may be Uio reason 
outhors' wives often have 



trouble drogglng Uicir husbands 
to cocktai porUos. For some 
perverse reason* peo|de who 
attend such affairs never seem 
to have read a favorable review 
of a writer's work, bio^tal^, 
at least one guest will confront 
tho poor bard with Uie cheerful 
accusation: "Boy, did tho 
Times ever take you apart Uio 
other day."

The Future Is Gr^at 



Ray Lincoln, who is now serving 
his fourtli term in the Idaho 
Legislature os representative of 
District 23, Twin Falls county, sees 
nothing but a liright business future 
for this section of the state. 

And this bright future he sees 
' should extend from general 
business, througli agriculture and 
into the industries which have 
nvoved in this area and others 
which will come in in the future. 

This Is good for several reasons. 
Mr. Lincoln has a case In point In 
his own family. One son. Dr. 
Stephen Lincoln, has hung out his 
shingle in Twin Falls. Ho could, 
have gone anyplace in tho United 
States but, as his father jxjints out, 
this area is now developing to the 
point where youn^ men and women 
are staying here, rather, than going 
far away in their effort to maico, 
their mark.

He is a graduate of the Univer- 
sity of Idaho with a Bachelor of 
Science degree in agricultural 
economics. At school he was 
business manager of the Argonaut, 
was a member of the press club the 
Blue Key the Sliver Lance and tho 
Scabbard and Blade.

It was the worst cheatbg 
scandal hi. the history of U.S. 
service academies and brought 
Into question both the cadet 
honor code and the academic 
pressures at tho Institution. 

Ten days after the news 
broke, Air Force Secretary ' 
Eugene Zukert appointed a flvo- 
mon conunlttee to study tho 
Academy and Ito honor code. 
The report vindicated the honor 
code, saying It was accepted by 
most cadets as a way o( life. 

1)10 Air Force academy Is no 
differ«nt than West Pohit and 
Annapolto in that It. too. has 
found drug users among the 
cadeta. But the problem has not 
been a severe one. Since the 
^ademy was established It haS ■ 
diamissed or accepted resigna- 
tions from 22 cadets for drug 
abuse. Tho most expulsions or 
resignations— 12— came in 1D70. 
There were four in 1DG7, six In 
1969.

Emergency nursing core 



JEROME - At St. Benedict's 
Hospital, emergency nursing Is 
part of the medlcal-fiurglcal- 
intensive-emergency nursing 
unit, under the direction of 
Sister Virginia Goechner, RN., 
B.S. 

St. Benedict's emergency 
service cares for two types of 
patients. The first Is the true 
emergency in which the patient 
admitted requires Immediate 
diagnosis, treatment and care 
by ^yslcians, nurses and allied 
services to maintain his life. 
The second type is the non- 
emergency outpatient who 
requires , diagnosis, treatment 
and care by a phy^clan, nurses 
- and-or aUied service, but not 
Imm^dntvly In ■ order to 
preserve his life. 

Even .though the nurse at St. 
Benedlci'a is often the first one 
tosoeUieemergencypatlent, no 
""care con be given wfthout the 
onlor of a physician. For this 
reason, the physicians who Uvo ' 
in Jerome provide for the 24*" 
hour medical coverage by being 
on-call for a week on a rotation 
basis. The doctor on 
"emergency caU"1s>caUcd for 
every emergency or outpatient 
who comes to St. Benedict's 
emergency room unless ' the 
patient has a personal physldan' 
who can bo contacted or thb 
patient requests some&nB else. 

If a patient comes to ttw 
iwspitBl emergency room with 
orders from a doctor wtio la not 
on St. Benedict's medical staB, 
the orders have to be approved 
by a member of tho hospital's 
medical staff before they can be 
carried out. 

Charges In tho emergency 
room are for the nursing care 
rovlded, time Involved and 
supplies used. Just as with any 
diargea, these have to be ad- 
justed periodically to con- 
pensato salary and supply 
costs. Payment for emergency 
service Is on a cash luisls day 
and night. If the patient has 
insurance he is still urged to pay 
the emergency fee and have the 
Uisurance company pay him. 

Many outpatient emergency 
patients rcquh-e medlcBtlons, 
St. Benedict's Is not equipped to 
provide medication prescrip- 
tions on an outpatient basis. 

Doses of dru^ which need to 
bo given are considered part of 
tho hospital acrvlco. However, 
prescriptions should be ob- 
tained from the local 
drugstores. Hospital personnel 
or tho , doctor wU contact the 
drugstore pharmacists for these 
prescriptions. 

Occasionally, because of tho 
severity or type of Injury, the 
patient has sustained, it Is 
necessary tO' transfer the 
patient to a s{^edalized treat- 
ment center. Ho^ltal personnel 
and the physician make 
arrangements for these tran- 
sfers. 

Medical, nursing and 
paramedical personnel are 
requhred by law to report to the 
police criminal acts and acts of 
violence. Iliese Include gunshot 
wounds, stabblngs, knifings, 
drug abuse, child abuse and 
attempted suicide or homicide. 

Since emcrgennr care Is sudi 
a cnidal area, St. Benedict's 
has been devoting muqh at-

This tool is direct radio 
communications betwoen the 
ambulanco and the hospital's 
emergency service, and will 
provide an additional service to 



highway Occident victims. 

Tomorrow's omorKoncy 
medical tcdmicians will have 
this in addition to tho 
emergency room com- 
munications. 

The ability to keep the 
dispatcher advised as to tbe 
location of the ambulando, 
times of arrival and dopattur« 
forlhesccneofihe accident and 
arrival at the hospital Is im- 
portanl. Advice can be directed 
from the scene on the need for 
professional assistance, 
specialized equipment, ad- 
ditional ambulances, and, U 
necessary, police or fire units. 

By bebig able to talk db-ectly 
to the emergency department of 
the hospital, the EMT will be 
able to seek verbal advice and 
assistance from a doctor or 
specially trained emergency 
room personnel hi coping with 
emergendos. In addition to 
voice communlcalions, work Is 
currently bebig done on the use 
of telemetry of vital signs, 
cspodally heart attack vlcthns, 



between the ambulanco and the 
emergency facility. 

The EMT, by havbig thU 
communication capability, will 
bo able to alert the staff of the . 
emergency facility to expect a 
certain type of.^case, enabling 
tlio medical jSersonnel to be 
better prepared and staffed to 
give prompt treabnent. In some 
cases, it may be detcrmhied . 
tliat' better patient care and 
more rapid treatment could be 
given bi another emergency 
facility because of the 
availability of medical 
spodalitlcs within that par- 
ticular hospital. The am- 
bulance, by direct radio com- 
munlcalJon, could be ordered to 
proceed directly to tho hospital 
where the specialist Is located . 
at that Ume. 

Idaho hospitals and 
emcrg(3icy health care services 
are to be commended for theb* 
continuing efforts to keep 
abreast of the latest 
teclinological advances so that 
the puUlc can conthiue to 
receive tlie highest quality care.

Bulgarian farms combined 
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PERVENETS, Bulgaria 
- (UPI)-U AlfiWKler ShUhkov 
makes a go of his new Job, he 
could help revolutionize coUecU- 
vized farming— the weakest link 
in the Communist Bystem. 

Shishkov, a slim 3&-year-«ld. 
is one of the farni managers 
selected to run Bulgaria's new 
"agro-lndustrlal complexes"— 
giant combinations of farms 
and factories that, If successful, 
may be adopted throughout 
the rest of the Soviet bloc. 
. Shlshkov's Pervenets com- 
plex, uniting five collective 
farms and some 30 villages, 
was formed last July Just after 
the government decided to start 



the experiment. TTiere are 130 
such complexes now. averaging 
44.0QO to 86,000 acres each, with 
a total of 160 to 200 expected 
'Vrhen the reform ends. 

A party newquper has called 
them "the biggest agrlculUiral- 
economlc organltatlons In the 
world, which will make us 
equal to the most progressive 
countries." 

Ute idea is to lump the 
planning and cottrdlnatlon of a 
group of farms under a single 
management, to bring most of 
the complex's people into a few 
modernized villages and to 
attach food -connected Industries 
to the farms, so as to bring all 




phases of production— from 
plowing to processlngr-to one 
place. 

Western experts in Bulgaria 
think the experiment has a 
chance to succeed. Tttey say 
the complexes have three 
major adyantagei: 

—Increased managerial con- 
trol. In the past, for Instance, 
peasants have often evaded 
planners by planting as many 
caah 'Crops as possible, leaving 
the country with a shortage of 
fodder -and, honce^ low meat 
production. 

-Increased profits. Each 
complex will specialize in 
certain crops and, by banding 
several collective farms togeth- 
er, will get more ilse from 
scarce farm machinery. The 
result could both boost exports 
and end chronic food shortages 
at home. 

—Population control. The 
complexes are . supposed- to 



improve rural life by bringing 
theaters and other amenities to 
the villages. In hopes this will 
stop the flow of peasants to 
over-crowded Bulgarian cities. 

Diplomats In Sofia assume 
the ' Kremlin ordered the 
experiment, to see If it worlu 
befor« trying It on Its own 
farms, Bulgaria, they believe, 
was chosen because it has good 
soil and, by East European 
standards, efficient farms. 

The government claims the 
amalgamations are all "volun- 
tary." Accordingjo Shlshkov, 
all his fanners v/ftl make more 
money under the new plan. He 
claims his farmers "already 
earn more money than factory 
workers in the towns," and this 
Is probably true, Pervenets 
peasants earn about 140 leva 
(170) per month, against the 



average wage of 100 leva (|S0)^ 
in the factories. On top of that, 
they tend their tiny private 
plots— about an acre eadn- 
where they produce fully 40 per 
cent of Bidgarla's eggs and 
turn a . private profit for 
themselves, 

In addition, each farmer gets 
100 bottles of wine, 10 bottles of 
plum brandy and 220 pounds of 
apples free each year,' It is 
widely believed— by Bulgarian 
city-dwellers, at least— that 
these gifts usually end up on 
the market. . \

Wyoming native retires after 
heading crop report agency 



WASHINGTTON (UPI) - 
Glenn Simpson, who presides 
over the high-tension business 
of issuing . government crop 
reports, retired Friday after 
nine years in one of tho federal 
Gstabllahment's most sensitive 
posts. , 

Simpson, as chairman of the 
Agriculture Department's Crop 
Reporting Bbaitl, heads a team 
which produces regular 
estimates of production of crops 
and livestock — reports which 
often can make or lose millions ' 
for speculators In volatile 
commodity trading markets. 

E^stlmatu of production of 
key crops like com are made by 
the six-member board. But. 
when the board members 
disagree, Simpson must decide 
on the final figure which 
becomeH the official govern- 
ment estimate. 



Somothnos, between reports, 
outsiders h&ve tried to feel him 
out for clues on how tlic next 
eatUnate of some major crop 
will look. 

"They call and ask what I 
think of the com crop. I Just loll 
them they'll see when tho report 
comes out on the 10th of next 
month," Simpson said. 

By Jaw, the estimates, 
produced by Simpson und the 
crop board must be approved by 
the secretary of agriculture 
before release. But no secretary 
In his ' experience has ever 
directed the board to change an 
^timata, Simpson added. 

SbnpsM, now 61, Johied the 
Agriculture Department 37 
years ago as ' a Junior 
statistician In a crop and 
livestock estimating office In 
Cheyenne^Wyo.

Agnew said the work of the 
cominlttae is not that of 
besting swords of NATO tnb 
plowihtres— for u much as vre 



pray for the day when tliat 
trahsformatlon can come, the 
time Is not yet." 

"No, wo still need the sword 
as well as tho ■ plowshare," 
Agnew said. "Tltoso of you who 
represent NATO partners are 
aware of Umt, and I think it is 
Important to emphasize that 
the United States knows it too. 

"1 hope that along with the 
fresh Idess and perspectives on 
Urban <tiroblems which, you will 
doubtless be taking home firom 
this conference, you win take- 
this simple unequivocal mes^ 
sage: America stands by 
NATO." 

Agnew said the Senate vote 
last week against troops reduc- 
tion In Europe wps "a great • 
affirmation" of the U.S. support 
for NATO. 

"We may be the distant 
partner of this alliance in. 
geographic terms, but we are 
ui no sense a ^remote parttier In 
tenhs of the Indivisible conmtu- 
nily of Interests and the 
security concenu which link us 
with your countries."

The Yanks' Mimson: A Slow Starter

But a Power Behind the Plate 



Although tho gridiron quarterback is the glamorous center of attention, 
his baseball counterpart — the man behind tho mask — has often been ignored. 
But, if Thurman Munson can overcome his habitual slow start, ho may yet 
make this tho "year of tho catcher"

Thnt was the (jiicstion New York Yankee fans 
raised when tlicy heard thnt^nn unknown yoiing man 
with ihis (Hid nnmc wn.1 coming lo Yankee Sliidinm 
iind, iiHor watching him piny in llic first few sanies ■ 
lust ficnson, the question wn<; cliunicctl to "Who nccdi 
a Thurman Munson?" For the unknown from Canton. 
Ohio, was iirial>Ic to ^ict to first base tlic first 24 times 
lie wn.1 sunt up tii hat. 

Tliinui have chanced considernhly since then, Sports 
cnthusinsts all across tlio country now know thnt n 
Thurman Munson Is one of the hrighl new atarn of 
hasel>nll. lie was n runaway ciioici) as American 
Leiigtie "Rookie of Iho Year." the first catcher to 
nchiove that distinction. He wn.s the lending hitter for 
Iho Yankees, tho man wlio led tlicm to n comeback 
Kccond-placo finish; he is now hoping to bring a pcn- 
nnnl nnd World Scries title to Yankee Slodliim, which 
In the days, of Rutb. Gehrig, Di Maggio and Mantle, 
had a nenr-motiopoly on ouch championships. 

Ttio glory attained by ibo 23-ycnr-old Munson nnd 
hy Cincinnati's Johnny Ileiich — who Is also 23 and 
voted tlio National I^cagiic's Most Valnnblo Player — 
has helped make thin the "year of the catcher" in 



major-league baKetinlK. And the attention being paid 
the catcher is long overdue, Munson maintains. 

"The catcher is the most Important man In the 
game," he snys. "Ho docs tho same kind of n job a 
qunricrback docs in foothnll. He directs the pitchers 
inul calls Iho game for then), lie must know the capa- 
Iiililics and weaknesses of each batter who comes to 
lliQ plate. Ho also acts ns a kind of field general lie- 
cause from his position he can oversee the entire field. 
Even more, he lias the important duly of protecting 
home plate ns the nmner comes tearing In lo try to 
make tho score." 

Although Iho gridiron quarterback is tho glamorous 
center of attention, his bnsoball counlerparl lias oftei^ ' 
tM;en ignored because ho Is hidden by a mask nnd a 
mound of proteclivc equipment and is forced to as- 
sume an ungainly, cramped position tiehind tho plate. 
Tho fans tend lo focus their interest nnd their cheers 
on the man pllchiiig the ball, the man hitting It, nnd 
tite fielder moving gracefully lo cntchlt. 

Because a catcher'! lob seems unrewarding nnd be- 
cause of the dnngcrs catchers nrc exposed lo from 
swinging bats, from foul lipK thnt iireak their fingers 
or their hands, nnd from pilches thnt unexpectedly

curve tho wrong way, few young players voluntarily 
try out for the receiver's job. Munson nnd Ilcnch were 
no (lifTercnt nt tho sinrt of their cnreers, noth Iwgnn ns 
inficfdcrs, nnd Hench niso tried his hand at pitching. 

Mimson hnd another reason for swllcliing. Ho won 
iill-stato honors ns a schooUwy sccond'bnsemiui in 
Canton, hut his tenm hnd n pitcher named Jerome 
I'ruelt who wns so fast no receiver could hold on lo 
his pilches. Mimson was induced to try catcliinB 
Pruclt and showed such moxie Iwhlnd the pl.itu Ihni 
his coach insisted he remain there. ' 

Munson went on to Kent Ruiio University, where 
ho became an All-Anicrican hasebatt player as woll ns 
football player. Ho duclilcd to concentrate on tho 
diamond game l>ccnuse he felt his f1vo>foot 11 -Inch 
height wasn't tall enough to insure success In profes- 
sional foothnll. 

Munson was scouted by Gene Womlllng, a former 
Yankee outflel'Icr who lives only a few mile5_from 
Kent Slate and who gnvc tlie yoimg catcher his highest 
recommendation. It is customary for players signed 
hy bl^-lengue orgnnizntions to spend several ^cnrs 
polishing their talents in the minors, but Munson, 
hacked by his dnd, told a Yankee olhcial nljijs signing, 
"t expect 10 be in the mnjors within two yenni,*'^. 

He' made good on this pledge, too. He pinycd only 
one minor-league season in ninghnmton. N.Y,. niul 
spent part of a second season with SyrncuKc, with the 
rest devoted to a tour of Army duly. He bad caught in 
only 125 professional games when Yankee manager 
Ttalph Houk, himself a former catcher, decided to 
promote him to the New York club and make him 
number-one receiver, ahead of another player with 
more experience. 

Despite his rookie status, Munson promptly dis- 
played the cockiness that has always: marked his 
personality. Tliis may have disturbed tho Kensibilitics 
of some of the ciders on the Yankee team, bnl it 
impressed manager Houk. '*'A ' catcher , must hiive 
self-confidence," ho said. 

Without self-confidence, Munson would not be nble 
to survive these devastating enrly-senson slumps, Al 
the start of this month, ho was batting only .189. Hul, 
to show what faith the Yankee management has in 
Munson, tho spokesman declared: . "Munson Is not 
only our man as catcher, he's our liest ballplayer. You 
can rest assured we'll go with him just as we did lasi 
yenr, until ho snaps out' of his sluriip."^ 

Once Munson broke out of his slimip. he did u> 
with gusto. He batted over .350 during the Inst pnrt 
of tho season and Khmiud*^lio fierce "wln-or-die" 
spirit timt hns lieen n Vankee tradition. Pitcher Lindy 
McDnniel vividly runlls one game against the cham- 
pion Dnllimoro Ori^cs in which Munson starred with 
four hits and somo drumnllc defensive plays. With tho 
score eight to eight Ilaltimore singled with the bases 
loaded in the niiitli inning. The throw came ip lo^ 
Munson at the plate, but it was a spUt-socond too lalo 
for him to tag the winning runner out. Ho lunged des- 
perately at him anyway. And as tho crowd began 
leaving the stadium, he lay frozen on the groimd, 
plopping tho hnll in nnd out of lils glove, crestfallen. 

Tlio hard work of a young catcher in hnseball pays 
off. Munson is already In the $28,00O-n-ycar class. 
Ho'fl cheered by tho fact Hint Cinciimnti's Hench hns 
nn $ 80,000- a-yc a r contract and is sure to reach tho 
$100,000 slot soon. This shows thnt men who wear 
masks can get rich without stealing. ^
